Having touched a little at the Gruelty'of Pie and 
their Abettors in theſe few.

30 for England, there to be put in Poſſeſſion of the 
Government. But immediately upon the back of the 
Taid King's Landing, 20000 Veteran French Troops 
(Which without his Knowledge were brought thither 
beforehand for that End) were to Embarque, and 
carry along with them 80 Pieces of Cannon, with all 
Sther Accoutrements and Furniture, in a conſiderable 
Fleet of Tranſport Ships, and a ſuitable Convoy of 
Men of War, in order thus ſucceſsfully to invade Eng- 
Land. At the ſame time there were 5000 to Land in 
Scotland, to join their Friends there: Immediately up!
